The  Old  People's  ’Welfare  Committee  was  progressing  wel/L  and 
had  now  conpOde d its  second  year.  Major  Eayres,  the  Chairman, 
reported  that  the  four  main  Sub-Committees  in  to  which  this 
Committee  was  divided  have  met  regularly  and  worked  well. 

A central  Register  was  being  prepared  in  order  to  establish 
the  needs  of  the  elderly  in  the  whole  area.  It  was  hoped  to 
establish  an  Old  People's  workshop  in  the  near  future  at  the 
Community  Centre.

Dysentery: 

One  of  the  cases  was  in  a school  child,  a boy  aged  9 years,  which 
was  apparently  an  isolated  case  of  .-unknown  origin.  The  other  case  was 
that  of  a chef  in  an  hotel  of  an  adjoining  district.  He  was  laid  off 
work  until  clear. 

Food  Poisoning : 

There  were  four  individual  cases  qf  food  poisoning.  The  usual 
investigations  were  carried  out  but  due  to  the  interval  between  the 
onset  of  the  illness  and  the  notification  it  was  not  possible  to 
trace  the  source  of  infection,  in  these  particular  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever: 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  which 
were  mild  in  type.  The  cases  were  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
district  and  the  usual  investigations  and  precautions  were  taken.

(2)  IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION  : 
(a)  Smallpox 


Approximately  76%  of  children  had  been  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
by  their  first  birthday.  This  is  a higher  percentage  than  in  1961  (72%) 
and  is  probably  due  to  the  unfortunate  occurrence  of  several  cases  of 
smallpox  in  the  country  during  the  year. 
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( b ) Whooping  Gough ,,  Diphtheria  & Tetanus:  Immunisation : 

Triple  Antigen  (combined  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping 
Cough)  has  been  given  where  possible,  and  has  followed  on  after 
the  oral  poliomyelitis  which  is  started  at  6 months  of  age.  The 
actual  number  of  children  immunised  is  shown  below:  -

No  separate  figures  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  are 
available  for  the  district. 

(d)  Tuberculosis ; 

B.G.G.  vaccination  at  the  age  of  13  years  is  provided  by  the 
School  Health  Service.  In  the  Amersham  and  Che sham  Division  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  once  again  there  was  an  excellent  response 
from  parents. 

'The  B.C.C.  vaccination  is  preceded  by  a tuberculin  test  which 
indicates  whether  the  individual  has  in  the  past  been  infected 
with  tuberculosis.  Most  of  these  infections  are  very  mild  and 
cause  no  definite  symptoms.  The  number  re-acting  to  this  test 
is  a measure  of  the  past  exposure  of  these  children  to  tuberculosis 
and  in  this  context  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  following

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
GENERAL  A .MINI  STRATTON 

The  (lav  bo  day  routine  work  of  dealing  with  complaints,  main  rig 
periodical  visits  under  the  various  statutes  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  There  were  no  changes  amongst  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  the  clerical  staff. 

The  Licensing  Act  of  1961  requires  that  a copy  of  all  applications 
for  Registration  Certificates  shall  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority  and 
these  were  referred  to  the  Department  for  inspection  to  ascertain 
whether  there  were  any  grounds  for  objection.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  object  to  the  issue  of  Certificates  of  Registration  in  respect  of 
two  Clubs. 


The  Oil  Heaters  Regulations,  1962,  came  into  operation  during 
the  year  under  review  and  the  Council  resolved  that  the  duties'  under 
the  Regulations  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Application  was  made  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  a 
Nuisance  Order  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  against  the  owner  of 
four  cottages  who  failed  to  comply  with  a Statutory  Notice  served 
upon  him  requiring  various  defects  to  be  remedied.

Leonards 
and  a portion  of  the  parish  of  The  Lee,  which  are  served  by  the 
Bucks.  Water  Board, 

In  addition  to  maintaining  a satisfactory  quality  of  water,  the 
water  undertakings  maintained  a satisfactory  pressure. 

During  the  year  the  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water

Yfater  Samples 

During  the  year  48  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  public 
mains,  all  of  which  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
12  for  chemical  analysis.  The  reports  on  these  samples  were  all 
satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one  taken  from  a slaughterhouse. 

It  is  probable  that  the  tap  from  which  this  sample  was  taken  was 
insufficiently  flamed  at  the  time  when  the  sample  was  taken.  A repeat 
sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Copies  of  typical  reports  on  the  results  of  the  chemical  analysis 
are  given  in  Appendix  II  to  this  Report. 

123  samples  were  taken  from  other  sources  of  water  supply  as 
follows : —

All  these  123  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  9 were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

6 of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  boreholes  but, 
although  classified  as  unsatisfactory,  the  degree  of  contamination  was 
only  slight.  Repeat  samples  proved  the  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  three  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  underground 
rainwater  tanks  serving  isolated  premises  where  there  is  no  water  main 
available.  Occupiers  of  these  premises  were  advised  to  boil  or  otherwise 
effectively  treat  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  or  other  domestic 
purposes . 
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The  main  centre  of  population  at  Amersham-on-the-Hill,  Arne r sham 
Old  Town,  Chesham  Bois,  part  of  Little  Chalfont,  Chalfont  St.  Peter, 
Chalfont  St.  Giles,  Great  Missenden,  Prestwood,  and  Holmer  Green,  are 
sewrered,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  schemes  for  the  sewerage  of 
Three  Households  and  Penn  Village  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
contruction. 

During  the  year  the  following  schemes  v;ere  completed: - 

Connection  of  Lodge  Lane,  Chalfont  St.  Giles,  to  Chorley  Wood 
sewer  thus  doing  away  with  the  crude  settlement  tank  and  land  treatment 
of  the  effluent  in  Lodge  Lane.  This  scheme  also  included  the  extension 
of  the  sewer  in  Long  Yifalk  to  connect  a further  13  properties. 


Schemes  in  the  Great  King shill,  Hazlemere,  and  Penn,  area  under 
construction  by  the  Wycombe  R.D.C.,  became  operational  bringing 
drainage  facilities  to  some  350  properties  in  the  Amersham  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  were  invited  for  drainage  sohemes 
in  Seer  Green  and  Jordans;  Gorelands  Lane,  Chalfont  St.  Giles;  and 
London  Road,  Chalfont  St.  Peter. 

In  connection  with  these  various  schemes  of  sewerage,  the 
changes  announced  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in 
their  Circular  No.  15/61  for  grants  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Acts,  1944  to  1955 » have  benefitted  this  district  and 
will  continue  to  be  a further  incentive  to  the  sewering  of  other  areas. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  these  areas,  with  the  exception  of 
a small  portion  of  Chesham  Bois  which  is  drained  to  the  Chesham  U.D.C’s. 
Disposal  Works,  is  drained  to  the  Misbourne  Valley  then  by  deep 
gravity  sewer  to  the  West  Herts.  Main  Drainage  Board’s  works  at 
Maple  Cross  for  treatment.  Although  most  of  the  sewered  areas  are 
drained  entirely  by  gravity,  parts  of  Little  Chalfont  and  Prestwood 
have  to  gravitate  to  pumping  stations  vThich,  by  means  of  rising  mains, 
pump  into  the  gravity  sewers  at  suitable  points. 

In  previous  reports  reference  has  been  made  to  the  serious 
infiltration  of  sub-soil  water  into  the  trunk  sewers. 

The  first  programme  of  work  to  prevent  infiltration  of  foul  water 
in  to  the  sewer  system  has  now  been  completed.  The  defective  sewers 
were  either  relaid  with  cast  iron  pipes  or  sealed  chemically  by  a process 
which  has  been  developed  in  the  last  two  years. 

A significant  decrease  in  flow  is  apparent  at  the  present  time, 
but  the  full  value  of  the  work  will  not  be  felt  until  the  water  table 
rises  to  the  level  normally  experienced  in  the  late  winter  months. 


During  the  year,  92  new  properties  with  cesspools  were  constructed 
and  206  existing  properties  with  cesspools  were  connected  to  the  public 
sewers. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  consultants  were  employed  to  carry 
out  work  study  on  the  service  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a scheme 
was  introduced  in  part  of  the  area  by  which  cesspools  are  emptied  at 
regular  intervals.  This  has  increased  productivity  and  has  largely  done 
away  with  the  necessity  of  householders  requesting  the  service  on  each 
occasion.  The  remainder  of  the  area  will  be  covered  by  the  scheme  in 
due  course. 


C ollection  of  Refuse 
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The  refuse  collection  service  was  'well-maintained  and  in  a very 
large  part  of  the  district  a weekly  collection  was  provided  over  long 
periods. 

The  difficulties  of  recruiting  labour  for  the  cesspool  emptying 
and  refuse  collection  services  have  been  less  during  the  year,  but 
particular  difficulties  were  experienced  during  staff  holidays  and  in 
the  winter  with  its  higher  sickness  rate,  shorter  daylight  hours  and 
the  difficulties  and  dangers  associated  with  icy  roads  and  garden  paths. 
Christmas  is  a particularly  difficult  period  as  in  addition  to  all  the 
above,  there  is  a considerable  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  to  be 
collected. 


The  Council  has  operated  a bonus  scheme  throughout  the  year  and 
has,  whenever  possible,  provided  housing  accommodation  for  employees. 


All  refuse  was  tipped  at  the  Amersliam  Depot  and  was  picked  up  by 
a contractor  and  removed  for  disposal  at  some  disused  gravel  pits 
outside  the  Council's  district. 


The  absence  of  any  problems  of  labour  or  transport  or  disposal 
enabled  the  labour  force  available  to  concentrate  on  the  collection 
of  refuse. 

HOUSING

At  the  31st  December  there  were  approximately  1,025  applicants 
on  the  Council’s  Housing  List  and  obviously  the  housing  shortage  is 
acute. 


In  the  report  for  last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  increasing 
use  of  the  caravan  as  a permanent  home  and,  due  to  the  continuing 
shortage  of  houses,  this  trend  shov;s  no  sign  of  decreasing. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  (Discretionary  Grants) 

A further  14  formal  Certificates  of  Approval  to  applications 
for  improvement  grants  were  issued  for  the  improvement  of  14  dwellings 
and  the  total  amount  of  the  grant  offered  was  £2,962.  A summary  of

In  the  report  for  1961  it  was  stated  that  the  Discretionary 
Grant  was  suspended  in  August  of  that  year  for  a period  of  six 
months  in  the  first  instance.  It  was  not  until  the  end  of  July 
of  the  year  under  review  that  the  Council  agreed  to  again  consider 
applications  for  this  type  of  grant  hence  the  low  figure  of  14 
applications  approved  in  1962. 


House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  (Standard  Improvement  Grants) 


During  1962,  43  grants  were  approved  for  the  improvement  of 
43  dwellings,  the  maximum  total  approved  amounting  to  £5,910.  Work 
was  completed  at  36  dwellings . In  connection  with  12  of  them  the 
maximum  grant  was  paid  and  in  respect  of  the  remaining  24,  5Q^  of 
the  actual  cost  of  the  work  paid,  which  was  less  than  the  maximum 
approved. 

The  Council  considered  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government's  circular  42/62  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  should  survey  their  respective  districts  and  select  roads 
or  villages  which  contained  dwellings  suitable  for  improvement  with 
the  aid  of  a grant.  In  order  to  give  effect  to  this  the  amount 
included  in  the  estimates  for  Improvement  Grants  for  the  year 
1963/64  is  to  be  increased. 


Slum  Clearance  Programme 

The  summary  given  below  of  the  position  at  the  31st  December, 
1962, shows  that  the  programme  submitted  in  1955  for  completion  by 
I960  was  still  not  completed.  Only  a small  number  of  new  houses 
was  completed  during  the  year  and  in  the  absence  of  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  unfortunate  tenants  of  dwellings  which  are  the 
subject  of  Demolition  Orders,  etc.,  the  completion  of  the  programme 
is  impossible.  Furthermore,  it  is  inevitable  that  additional  dwellings 
should  be  the  subject  of  a detailed  survey  with  a view  to  action  being 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  but  in  the  present  circumstances  the 
making  of  further  Demolition  Orders  could  do  no-  more  than  increase  the 
embarrassment  to  both  the  tenants  and  the  Council.

From  the  above  it  will  be  apparent  that  there  was  once  again 
very  little  activity  under  the  Rent  Act, 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

At  the  31st  December  the  number  of  Site  Licences  issued  and 
current  under  the  above  Act  wras  66.  The  majority  of  these  Site 
Licences  are  for  one  caravan.  There  are,  nowever,  three  multiple 
sites  and  in  connection  with  these  the  conditions  attached  to  the 
Licences  are  more  or  less  in  conformity  with  the  Model  Standard 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 

Although  a reasonable  time  limit  was  specified  for  compliance 
with  the  conditions  when  the  Licences  for  the  multiple  sites  were 
issued  under  the  I960  Act,  applications  were  received  during  the 
year  for  extensions  of  the  time  limit. 

In  addition,  the  Council  is  operating  its  own  site  at 
Whelpley  Hill  where  there  are  96  standings. 

The  standard  of  amenity  at  this  site  is  in  excess  of  the  Model 
Standards  and  in  addition,  the  residents  are  required  to  observe  a 
list  of  rules  and  regulations.  Difficulties  do  arise  in  obtaining 
compliance  with  these  rules,  but  with  a mixed  community  this  is  not 
surprising. 

Owing  to  the  large  demand  for  standings  on  the  site  a points 
scheme  for  the  allocation  of  the  standings  as  and  when  they  become 
vacant  is  in  operation, 

A full-time  Warden  is  in  charge  of  this  site  and  he  also  runs 
a general  shop  and  sub  Post  Office. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  approached  by  the 
County  Council  regarding  the  provision  of  a site  for  the  Gypsy  type 
caravanner.  The  Council  agreed  to  investigate  the  matter,  but  less 
trouble  was  experienced  from  this  type  of  caravanner  than  in  past 
years , 

RODENT  INFESTATION  AND  DESTRUCTION 

The  Council  continued  the  policy  of  undertaking  contracts  in 
respect  of  agricultural  land  and  business  premises.  The  number  of 
contracts  renewed  being  78  and  the  number  of  new  contracts  entered 
into  being  3,  The  contract,  in  all  cases,  is  for  one  year  with  a 
minimum  of  four  treatments,

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  wasps ' nests  destroyed 
from  106  in  19 6l  to  55  in  1962,  Although  not  a statutory  duty  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council  has  agreed 
to  undertake  this  work  on  a pre-payment  basis  as  no  other  service  is 
available  to  the  rate-payers. 
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SECTION  VI 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  Bucks  County  Council,  as  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority, 
samples  milk  produced  on  farms  in  this  district.  These  samples 
are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  primarily  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  but  the  examination  also  reveals  the  presence  of  brucella 
organisms.  "When  such  organisms  are  isolated  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  informed. 


During  the  year,  two  such  reports  were  received.  The  milk 
produced  on  the  farm  vfas  alrea.dy  being  sent  for  pasteurisation, 
and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 


Two  complaints  were  received  of  dirty  milk  bottles.  One  of 
the  complaints  was  the  first  offence  by  the  dairyman  concerned, 
but  the  other  one  was  the  second  offence  by  the  dairyman  and  the 
Council  resolved  that  proceedings  be  instituted.  These  proceedings 
were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


23  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  obtained  and  subjected 
to  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests  and  only  one  adverse 
report  was  received.

(i)  The  Inspectors  continued  their  routine  inspections  of  premises 
which  are  subject  to  the  above  Regulations  and  Informal  Notices  were 
served  in  cases  where  contravention  of  the  Regulations  was  found. 


531  visits  have  been  made  to  all  types  of  premises  where  food 
is  prepared,  stored,  or  sold,  for  human  consumption. 

(ii)  During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  take  out  a number  of 
Summonses  against  the  Proprietors  of  a cafe  for  contravention  of  the 
above  Regulations  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  hearing  of  these 
Summonses  was  pending. 


Utensil  Swabs 
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39  sets  of  utensil  swabs  were  taken  at  various  kitchens  of 
canteens,  cafes,  hotels,  etc.  These  swabs,  which  are  provided  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  are  wiped  round  cups,  plates,  etc. 
which  have  been  washed.  The  swabs  are  then  placed  in  a sterile 
bottle  and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

In  18  cases  adverse  reports  were  received.  In  these  cases 
a further  visit  is  made  to  the  premises  concerned  to  thoroughly 
examine  the  washing  apparatus  and  the  technique  adopted.  Invariably 
a repeat  of  the  tests  shows  considerable  improvement. 

Section  2 and  8 

Various  complaints  were  again  received  of  food  which  was 
alleged  to  be  unfit  and  of  foreign  bodies  found  in  food  stuff. 

One  of  these  complaints  was  a piece  of  wire  in  a sausage  which  was 
delivered  to  the  consumer  on  the  4th  December,  1961:  the  complaint 
was  not  made  to  the  Department  until  the  22nd  February,  1962,  In 
view  of  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  offence  and  the  complaint  the 
Council  resolved  that  no  action  be  taken. 


In  connection  with  all  complaints  the  retailer  or  the 
manufacturer  or  both  are  invited  to  examine  the  article  and  to 
submit  a report  before  the  matter  is  considered  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  takes  a very  serious  view  of  all  complaints  concerning 
food  stuffs  and  the  action  to  be  taken  is  determined  according  to 
the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case.  The  complainants  are 
notified  of  the  Council's  decision  and  are  thanked  for  bringing  the 
complaints  to  the  notice  of  the  Department.

A further  8 premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and/or 
sale  of  ice  cream,  making  a total  in  the  register  of  172  premises 
registered,  155  for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  storage  of  ice  cream, 
16  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausages  and  preserved 
foods,  and  one  for  cooking  chicken.
